In claim 10, delete lines 14-18 (step (f) In its entirety) and replace with 

--(f) curing the layers of fabric on the base tool by overlaying the elastomeric 
member on the layers of fabric, enclosing the base tool, the elastomeric member 
and the layers of fabric within a vacuum bag, and withdrawing air from within the 
bag, air pressure outside of the bag compacting the layers of fabric, and then 
applying heat and additional pressure to the layers of fabric.-- 

In claim 12, lines 3-4, delete "to form the resilient elastomeric lobed over press 
member,". 

In claim 12, line 5, delete "the lobes" and insert ~a lobe from the elastomeric member--.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Independent claims 6, 7, 14, 15, 18 are allowed for the reasons as set forth in 
paragraphs 26-28 of the previous Office Action filed December 18, 2003. 

As to claim 1 , no prior art was found to show or suggest a method of fabricating a 
corrugated laminate panel by pressing fabric into grooves of a base tool with a roller 
where the roller has a lobed member wrapped around the shaft and releasably secured 
at opposing ends of the lobed member in the claimed environment. 

As to claim 10, no prior art was found to show or suggest a method of fabricating 
a corrugated laminate panel by installing fabric onto a base tool with a roller where the 
layers of fabric are cured by overlaying the elastomeric member (of the roller) on the 
layers of fabric and enclosing within a vacuum bag in the claimed environment. 
3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

The references Magnani, Rooksby, and Schramm all disclose examples of 
forming corrugated members in general.
